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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to the amendment of March 01 , 2006. 

2. The Examiner acknowledges the Applicant's cancellation of claims 75-78 by 
electing the group of claims 46-49, 57-59, 61-63, 65-67 and 69-74. 

3. Claims 46-49, 57-59, 61-63, 65-67 and 69-74 are presented for examinations 
following the amendment of March 01 , 2006. 

4. Claims 46-49, 57-59, 61-63, 65-67 and 69-74 are allowable over the prior art of 
record as indicated in the previous Office Action dated January 30, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 46-49, 57-59, 61 -63, 65-67 and 69-74 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

2. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

a. Regarding Independent Claims 46 and 57, Applicant's particular method 
and associated system for developing device profiles is storing apportion of the 
device profile in a profile file in a storage of a computer system wherein the 
portion comprising an illuminant tag value representative of a color relation 
between an input color space and a profile color space in combination with the 
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other limitations of the claims, was not disclosed by, would not have been 
obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior art of record or 
that encountered in searching of the prior art, the prior art fails to anticipate or 
render Applicant's limitations above obvious. 

Dependent Claims 47-49 and 73-74 being further limiting to independent 
Claim 46; and dependent Claims 58-59 being further limiting to independent 
Claim 57 definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed. 

b. Regarding independent claim 61 , Applicant's particular method for 
developing device profiles is the comparing feature of at least an illuminant tag 
value portion of the device profile information to at least an illuminant tag value 
portion of prior received device profile information of a second file having prior 
received image data in combination with the other limitations of the claims, was 
not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record or that encountered in searching of the prior 
art, the prior art fails to anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious. 

Dependent Claims 62-63, 65-67 and 69-72 being further limiting to 
independent Claim 61 definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
